ner and grounds of it are variouſly reported) and at eyenin 

went ſuddenly out of his Maſters houfe, and could not be foun 
or heard of tbat night, nor the next day ; bur on the Lords day, 
carly in the morning, was found within half a Mile of the City, 
dead, and naked, with his face downward in a little puddle of 
water, all his Cloaths lying by him. Upon the view of which 
and hearing the matter, che Coroners Inqueſt found: him guilty 
of ſclf-murder: His Mother and Friends on Munday morning, 
the 22, of February, cauſedhim to be buried in Claynes Church- 
yard, two Miles from the Ciry: And the ſame day 1n the after- 
noon, after he had lain buricd {1x or ſeven;hours, a ſtrong per- 
ſwaſion of pride and confidence, ſcized upon one S»ſnnah Peir- 
ſon (one of the moſt violent, heady, and high-minded Quakers 
in the City) that ſhe could raiſe y/iliaw Pos! from the dead ;

The ſame Friend likewiſe told me of a Gentlewoman ;
